At a distance the cry is 
for the elimination of ov erlapping and duplication 
of functions but strictly at home the tendency is 
to ignore the steady ex pansion of gov ernment w hich 
comes solely because the demands upon gov ernment 
grow from y ear to y ear. On the local lev el there 
are the essential serv ices no municipality can dodge 
good policing, adequate protection against fire, 
the care and maintenance of streets, the establish­ 
ment and maintenance of a reasonable degree of 
recreational facilities-, and matters of sanitation and 
health. In connection with these essential serv ices 
It will 1 e recognized that the sky is the limit. There ; 
!' no i Ic.u ly draw n hue to determine w hat a city 
-cmuld do or shomd not do—-what a municipality 
mu t do, and what, it should not be ex pected to 
furnish. The only restraint upon increasing func­
